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The design of the following pages is to provide suitable 
Scripture portions for the sick and infirm, and to aid 
district visitors, anxious to find select texts to read to 
the sick and dying. 

May every one who reads this little book find a 
blessing in it, and be led diligently to search the Holy 
Scriptures, which are able to make him wise unto salvation 
through faith which is in Christ Jesus. 
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My dear Friend, 

" God is love," * and therefore he 
"speaketh once, yea twice; yet man 
perceiveth it not. He keepeth his 
soul back from the pit, and chastens 
him with pain upon his bed." 2 God ha* 
often spoken to yon by the voice of 
conscience and of Providence, and he 
now speaks to you again by sickness and 
sorrow. His chastisements are sent for 
your good, but they will profit you 
nothing, unless you take heed to the 
teaching of his Word and Holy Spirit. 
Jesus says, " Search the Scriptures," 3 but 
now that you are weak and in pain, you 
will perhaps say, " How can I, unless

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some man should guide me ? " 1 Well, 
dear Friend, this little book is intended 
to help you in searching out what the 
Lord says to you in his holy Word, and 
what He expects you to say to him. 
Pray, therefore, that God the Holy Spirit 
may open your heart, and so speak to 
you in that Word, that you may under- 
stand and obey God's message to your soul. 

God speaks in his Word to two classes 
of persons : to those who are dead in tres- 
passes and sins, 2 and to those who by 
grace " have been created in Jesus Christ 
unto good works." 3 To these God has 
separate messages ; to the first, invitations, 
threatenings, and judgments; to the 
second, exhortations, promises, and assur- 
ances of love. 

By nature, we are all the " children of 
wrath, 4 " and if you have not been redeemed 
from that state by the blood of Christ,

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you are yet under condemnation, you 
have no claim to the precious promises 
which God makes in his Word, to his 
children, nor can you have any share 
in that glory which remaineth for the 
people of God. There is only one way 
by which you can be brought from a 
state of nature into a state of grace, 
and that is in Jesus Christ by the power 
of the Holy Ghost. Jesus says, "I 
am the way, the truth, and the life ; 
no man cometh unto the Father but 
by me." 1 "He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved, but he that 
believeth not shall be damned." 2 

Do you answer, I believe that Christ 
Jesus came into the world " to save sin- 
ners;" I am sure He will have mercy upon 
me, for I have always done to the best of 
my power. I know I am a poor sinner, but 
I am not worse than my neighbours. I 
have been honest and sober. I have

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gone to church whenever I could ; and 
I have never wilfully done harm to 
any one. I know I ought to have done 
better, but it has not been for the want 
of will. God is very merciful, and I know 
he will be good to me at the last. I am 
not afraid to die if he sees fit : my con- 
science does not condemn me. 

Reader, is this your plea ? is this your 
hope of acceptance with God ? Then hear 
what the Lord says to such as presume 
to stand before him on the ground of 
their own works and deservings. " Cursed 
is every one that continueih not in all 
things which are written in the Book of 
the law to do them." 1 Now say, have 
you done all things written in the Book 
of the law, and have you always con- 
tinued to do so ? To this, in honest truth, 
you must answer, No. Now God, who 
cannot lie, declares of such that they are 
" cubsed." As long as you expect to be

saved by your works, you are under the 
law and under its curse. " The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die." 1 You have broken 
God's holy will and commandments ; you 
are under condemnation, and have no 
claim to everlasting life. You are not 
clean in God's sight, neither are you 
guiltless in God's judgment, whatever you 
may be in your own. Be not deceived, 
you will be lost and undone for ever 
unless you are pardoned and justified by 
the blood of Christ, through the renewing 
of the Holy Ghost. " Your iniquities 
have separated between you and your 
God, 2 " but in Christ Jesus is your help. He 
is our peace, 3 and our substitute, in bear- 
ing our punishment, and in working out 
our righteousness. " In this was mani- 
fested the love of God towards us, because 
that God sent his only begotten Son into 
the world, that we might live through 
Him. Herein is love, not that we loved 
1 Ez. xviii. 4. * Is. lix. 2. » Eph. ii. 14. 
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God, but that he loved us, and sent his 
Son to be the propitiation for our sins :" r 
— that is the cause of reconciliation and 
forgiveness. " The blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin." 2 
" There is now no condemnation to them 
that are in Christ Jesus ; who Walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit." 3 
" Their sins and iniquities will I remem- 
ber no more." 4 

Reader, here is just what you want : 
an advocate for you with the Father, 
a Saviour from sin and condemnation, 
and a procuring cause of everlasting 
life. One who is both able and willing 
to obtain for you pardon, peace, and joy 
eternal. " Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved." a The 
command is simple, and may be under- 
stood by a child; while the promise is 
positive and unconditional : " Thou shalt

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be saved." Here is hope, comfort, and 
peace, for the poorest and weakest, yea, 
for the greatest sinner who repents and 
believes in Jesus Christ as his Saviour. 
" God so loved the world that He gave 
His only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth on Him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life." * " The blood of 
Jesus Christ His Son cleanseth us from all 
sin." 2 Jesus was made the Son of man, 
that we might be made the sons of God ; 
He bore our punishment, that we might 
share His glory; He died and rose 
again for us, that we might live in Him, 
and with Him, for evermore. "To as 
many as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, even 
to them that believe on his name." 3 

Reader, if you have lived in ignorance 
of Jesus as your Saviour up to this hour, 
live in that awful state no longer. Go 
to Him in the strength of his own blessed

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promise, " Him that cometli to me, I will 
in no wise cast out," 1 and take courage 
from his gracious declaration, " If ye, 
then, being evil, know how to give good 
gifts unto your children, how much more 
shall your Heavenly Father give the 
Holy Spirit to them that ask him ? " 2 
« Ask, and it shall be given you." 3 

You are now in the position of the 
debtor in the parable, who, when his 
Lord came to reckon with him, had 
nothing wherewith to pay; and what 
was the consequence? His Lord com- 
manded him to be put into prison until 
he could pay the uttermost farthing. 
The debtor, finding that he was undone, 
did not wait till he was cast into prison, 
but instantly threw himself upon the 
mercy of his master, who loosed him and 
forgave him the debt. 4 Dear Reader, go 
thou and do likewise. Do not delay till

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to-morrow, for before it dawns, God may 
say : " My spirit shall not always strive 
with man ; " x or he may send the sudden 
summons, " This night thy soul shall be 
required of thee." 2 Oh ! go to the Lord 
Jesus just as you are, and throw yourself 
upon His mercy. He is " come to seek and 
to save that which was lost," 3 and the sheep 
which are not yet of his fold, them will 
He also bring, that they may hear his- 
voice, and be one fold under one shepherd. 
He will give to them eternal life, and no 
man shall pluck them out of his Father's 
hand. 

Where Christ gives pardon of sin, 
He also bestows His Holy Spirit to en- 
able us to overcome it and forsake it. 
Christ has redeemed us from all iniquity : 
that is, from the punishment, the power, 
and the practice of all iniquity. There- 
fore, if any man say he is in Christ 
Jesus, and continues to live in sin and

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worldliness, that man deceiveth himself. 
My dear Reader, if your faith does not 
produce conformity to Christ, be assured 
it is not a sound faith : it is the faith 
merely of the understanding, and not of 
the heart. " Did the Son of God, " says 
an eminent Divine, "make his soul an 
offering for sin, that you might indulge 
in sin ? Did he die for the ungodly, that 
you might continue ungodly? Did he 
glorify the divine perfections, that you 
might dishonour them in your lives ? " 
Assuredly not. Faith without holiness, 
is the faith of devils, who also " believe 
and tremble." * You know very well, that 
talking about food or medicine will not 
satisfy your hunger, or cure your sickness, 
unless you take them : just in the same 
way your talking about Christ as able to 
save and to nourish your soul, will not 
benefit you, unless you so receive these 
blessed truths, that carnal affections die 

1 James ii. 19. 
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in you, and all things belonging to the 
Spirit live and grow in you. Christ is 
as necessary for the nourishment of the 
believer's soul, as the breath he draws or 
the food he eats is for the support of his 
body. To those who thus live upon him 
by faith, the Lord Jesus says, " Whoso 
eateth my flesh and drinketh my blood, 
hath eternal life; and I will raise him 
up at the last day." x 

Again : your soul hath as much need 
to be clothed with the righteousness of 
Christ to enable you to stand before Grod, 
as your body has of suitable raiment 
to stand before a prince. Therefore, 
as a poor beggar going into the presence 
of his king would thankfully accept of a 
clean dress in place of his dirty rags ; so 
a poor sinner, who knows, that his own 
righteousness is but as filthy rags in 
God's sight (Is. lxiv. 6), will joyfully 
receive the garment of Christ's righteous-

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ness to cover his sins and short-comings 
when he shall be summoned into the 
presence of his God. Remember the 
man at the marriage feast. (Matt. xxii. 
11, 13.) This man was probably blind 
to his unfit state to appear at the feast, 
or thought that among so many he 
should escape notice. But this was im- 
possible ; and the fate that awaited him 
will be that of every one who flatters 
himself that he is fit to go to heaven, but 
has neither the blood nor the righteous- 
ness of Christ for his portion. God's 
word declares, " If any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his." l 
Dear Reader, the Lord has a purpose 
in every act of his providence; no dis- 
pensation leaves us as it found us : your 
present sickness will either bring you 
nearer to God, or it will alienate you still 
further from him. May the Lord give 
you grace to take this visitation to your

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profit, so that whether you leave your 
sick bed to return to the pursuits of life 
or go down to the chambers of death, it 
may be as a humble, devoted, rejoicing 
believer in the Lord Jesus Christ. 

And now let me turn to the other, but 
alas ! smaller class, to whom God speaks 
in his Word : his pardoned and believing 
people. Beloved friends, you who have 
already come to Christ as the fountain of 
light and life, count it all joy that the 
Lord is chastening you for your profit. 
You must be made partakers of his holi- 
ness, and be made more and more con- 
formable to the image of his blessed Son. 
As a father affectionately takes his child 
aside to tell him of his faults, to point 
out to him his dangers, and to admonish 
him to repentance, so does your heavenly 
Father now take you aside to speak to 
you alone and in love. He cannot bear 
to see spots and blemishes resting upon 
his child, and therefore sends sickness or 
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sorrow as a correction and remedy for 
the secret sins which his all-searching 
eye has discerned within. (See Joh 
xxxiii., Rev. ii., iii.) Doubting, murmur- 
ing, ingratitude, disloyalty, disobedience, 
lukewarmness, selfishness, pride, and for- 
getfulness of God, all are visited with 
punishment. (Lev. xxvi. ; John v. 14 ; 
Col. iii. 5, 6 ; 1 Cor. xi. 30, 31.) 

A chastening time is often a precious 
seed time of patience, submission, and 
self-denial; and a time of sickness en- 
dears to us the sympathy of Jesus, who 
" Himself took our infirmities, and bare 
our sicknesses." (Matt. viii. 17.) We 
learn to know him as the great healer of 
his people (Is. ix. 6 ; comp. with Is. 
xxxv. 1 — 6; Luke vii. 20, &c. ; Matt, 
iv. 23 ; viii, 17 ; also Ex. xv. 23—26), 
and understand more of his wondrous 
love to man. 

Again ; it is the believer's privilege to 
be made like his blessed Master; to 
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follow his example in all things, and like 
him to learn obedience by the things 
which he suffers. If his path be one of 
trial and sickness, he knows that this 
furnishes a claim to great and precious 
promises, adapted to his peculiar position 
— promises which, in their fulfilment, 
yield tenfold more consolation than a 
state exempt from trial. If "the suffer- 
ings of Christ abound in us, so our con- 
solation also aboundeth by Christ." l 

In conclusion, let me earnestly and 
affectionately invite each class of my 
Readers to search the . Scriptures ; to 
read them with prayer for the enlighten- 
ing teaching of God's Holy Spirit, and 
with a humble and docile mind. To the 
believer, tfre Bible is his greatest earthly 
treasure, and his heart burns within him 
as Jesus thus talks with him by the way. 2 
To him it is a foretaste of that better 
communion, when he shall see God face 
1 2 Cor. i. 5. * See Luke xxiv. 32. 
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to face, and the Lord shall speak unto 
him as a man speaketh unto his friend. 1 
" Blessed is the man " whose " delight is 
in the law of the Lord," and who medi- 
tates thereon day and night. 2 

Christ has left nothing undone for the 
benefit and comfort of his people ; and in 
testimony of his love, and as an especial 
means of grace, he instituted the Lord's 
Supper just before he suffered. The 
humble, penitent sinner, who looks to 
Christ's blood for pardon, is invited to 
draw nigh, and to take these emblems of 
his Saviour's body and blood, as a pledge 
of his love, and as a means of strengthen- 
ing and refreshing his soul. To the sick, 
especially, these visible emblems of the 
Sacrifice of Christ's death are very help- 
ful in aiding a weak and distressed mind 
in its exercise of faith, and hope, and 
love. In every stage of his pilgrimage 
the Lord's Supper is, to the pious be-

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liever, a season of spiritual comfort and 
peace. It is to him a renewed pledge of 
Christ's love in dying for him, 1 of his 
oneness with Christ, 2 of his fellowship 
with all the members of Christ's 
Mystical Body, 3 and of his engagement 
to live with them in unity and love. 
Lastly, while he thus thankfully com- 
memorates the death of Christ, it raises 
his thoughts to the blessed time of his 
Saviour's Second and Glorious Coming,* 
" when he shall gather together his elect 
from the four winds, from one end of heaven 
to the other," 4 and they shall be " called 
unto the marriage supper of the Lamb." 5 
That this, dear Reader, may be your 
blessed experience and mine, is the 
fervent prayer of
